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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

CLAIMS 

In claim 2, line 5, "colour" both occurrences has been changed to -color-.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowing this application is the specific recitation in the claims of apparatus 
for monitoring an electrical power supply system of a vehicle and includes a voltage 
gradient detector for detecting phase and gradient change of the battery terminal 
voltage when the vehicle ignition is on; a waveform detector for detecting and 
separating different waveforms when the vehicle ignition is on; sensing a speed of the 
engine and a processor for processing at least at least one of the battery terminal 
voltage, the phase and gradient change, the different waveforms, and the speed of the 
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engine for providing an output indicative of a combustion of the electrical power supply 
system.
